VETERAN'S GUIDE 


Veterans planning to take advant- 
age of state education assistance fer 
the first time in the coming spring 
semester are urged by Floyd D. 
Granger, San Mateo county veterans 
service officer, to apply now for 
their certificates of eligibility. 

This certificate is the first step 
in qualifying for state payment of 
tuition fees, books and supplies and 
a subsistence -allotment of $40 a 
month, Granger pointed out. 

His office at the courthouse in 
Redwood City will assist eligible 
veterans (those who are natives of 
or entered service from California) 
to complete not only the certificate 
of eligibility application, but . also 
the separate application for educa- 
tional assistance which is the next 
step involved. Veterans should bring 
with them a copy (both sides) of 
their discharge. 

The advantage of filing early, 
Granger said, is that the veteran 
can thus avoid the registration-per- 
iod rush in Processing of his appli- 
cation papers and can be assured of 
Prompt payment of the amounts al- 
lowed under the State program. 

He added that the certificate of 
eligibility, once received, can also 
be used in applying for another 
State veterans’ benefits, the low- 
interest financing of farms and 
homes. 

* * * 

Veteran-students who acquire de- 
Ppendents or additional dependents 
while in training under the GI Bill 
should notify Veterans administra- 
tion as soon as possible, so that VA 
can determine whether they are el- 
igible for increased subsistence pay- 
ments. 

Notice of change in dependency 
Status. should be sent to the VA re- 
gional office in which the veteran’s 
records are kept. The notice should 
be accompanied by legal evidence of 
dependents, such as a certified copy 
of public record of birth, baptism or 
Marriage. 

Subsistence payments will be in- 
creased as of the date. legal evidence 
is received by VA, and will not be 
made retroactive to the date the 
veteran actually acquired the de- 
pendent. 

Monthly subsistence allowances 


for veterans studying full-time i 
school are $75 for those without de 
pendents, $105 for those with oni 
dependent, and $120 for those wit! 
more than one dependent.

Any veteran whose eligibility fo 
GI bill educations runs out afte 
he completes at least half of 
school semester which is normal i 
cost may complete the remainde 
of the semester at government ex: 
pense, Veterans administration sai 

The veteran also will receive sup 
sistence allowances for the remaind 
er of the semester.

Veterans studying under the GJ 
bill who want to transfer to an 
other school at the end of the wint. 
er semester should notify Veterans 
administration at least 30 days be: 
fore they intend to make the change. 

To enroll in a new school, VA 
said, a student-veteran must hive 
a supplemental certificate of elig: 
ibility. He also must have a state- 
ment from his present school shov 
ing his progress there has been sat- 
isfactory. 

A veteran may obtain a supple- 
mental certificate of eligibility by 
applying to the VA regional office 
where his records are on file.

ANSWER: If you wish to entey;

Mrs. John 
Embach likes a kidney dish which 
should certainly appeal to all. 

Kidney-Mushroom Saute 

1 clove garlic 

1 tbsp. olive oil 

6 lamb kidneys 

1 tbsp. flour 

1 tsp. salt 

Pinch of pepper 

1 cup milk 

1 can cream of mushroom soup, 
condensed. 

1 tbsp. sherry or 1 tsp. Worcester- 
shire sauce. 

Soak kidneys in salted water one 
hour, then drain, remove tubes, and 
chop. Chop garlic and saute in 
olive oil. Shake kidneys in paper 
bag containing flour, salt and pep- 
per, then add kidneys, milk, and 
soup to garlic and cook over low heat 
15 minutes. Add sherry or Wor- 
cestershire sauce and serve on toast, 
biscuits, or with a rice or noodle 
ring. 


For a low cost meat dish, Mrs. 
Richard Neal suggests peas and 
mushrooms royal. Although this 
recipe includes some bacon for fla- 
voring, its protein value depends 
greatly upon peas. As to the mush- 
rooms, select cans of stems and 
slices; most recipes call for slices. 

Peas and Mushrooms Royal 

4 slices bacon 

2 tbsp. chopped onion 

142 cups. boiled mushrooms, sliced 

1 tbsp. flour 

12 tsp. salt 

% tsp. pepper 

1 cup light cream or top milk 

2 cups cooked peas 

Fry bacon, remove, and add 
onions, mushrooms to skillet. Cook 
until golden. Stir in flour, season- 
ing; blend well. Gradually. add 
cream. Cook until smooth, stirring 
constantly. Add ‘peas and chopped 
bacon. Serve on toast or in patty 
shells. Serves six.
